15, and eſtates: in order to prevent the like practiees, neglects, and abuſes, be it 
enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent 

of the lords ſpiritual and temporal and commons in this preſent Parliament aſſem- 

bled, and by the authority of the ſame, That from and after the firſt day of March, 

which ſhall be in the year of our Lord one thoufand ſeven hundred and thirty fix, 

no perſon or perſons (other than ſtrangers upon trials per medictatem lingue) ſhall 

be qualified to ſerve as jurors for the trial of iſſues joined between party and party 

in the courts of Chancery, King's bench, Common pleas, or Exchequer, or to 

ſerve on any jury on the trial of any ſuch iſſue before any juſtice or juſtices of 

aſſize or ni prius (except in counties of cities, and counties of towns) that ſhall 

not be ſeized of a frechold of the clear value of five pounds per annum, or being 

a proteſtant or proteſtants, ſhall not be poſſeſſed of a leaſe or leaſes for a term of 

years, of which ten years ſhall be then in being and unexpired, or a leaſe or leaſes 

29G.

HEREAS many great inconveniences have arifen, and 
do daily ariſe, from the credit uſually given by retailers of 
tolls beer, ale, brandy, rum, geneva, aquavitz, and other ſpi- 
rituous liquors, to ſervants, day-labourers, and other perſons, 
who uſually work or ply for hire or wages; by means of which 
credit ſervants, day-labourers, and other perfons, who uſually 
work or ply for hire or wages, are induced and tempted to reſort 
too frequently to the houſes or ſhops of the retailers of ſuch li- 
quors, where they often drink' to exceſs, and thereby frequently 
run into debt, and lay themſelves under the temptation of pur- 
loyning their maſters goods to diſcharge ſuch debts, and do fur- 
ther by that means deftroy their health, and render themſelves 
incapable of diſcharging the buſineſs of their reſpective callings

burned, or otherwiſe deſtroyed ; except all drugs in the houſes or ware-houſes of 


' merchants or importers not making or keeping medicines for ſale. 
II. Provided nevertheleſs, and be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, 


That in caſe the ſaid examiners, or the major part of them, ſhall condemn any 
drugs or medicines as unfit to be adminiſtered or uſed in medicine for the health of 


man's body, and that the owner or owners, poſſeſſor or poſſefſors, of ſuch drugs or 


medicines, or in his or their abſence the perſon having the cuſtody or chief care 
thereof, ſhall before the burning or deſtroying thereof infiſt that the ſame ought 
not to be burned or deſtroyed, and ſhall forchwith by writing under his or their hand 
or hands appeal to, and deſire the judgment of, the preſident and fellows of the 
ſaid college of phyſicians in Dublin for the time being thereupon, then and in ſuch 
caſe the ſaid examiners ſhall cauſe the ſaid drugs or medicines fo ſeixed to be weigh- 
ed, and with the boxes, pots, glaſſes, or other veſſels containing the ſame and 
the reaſons in writing for condemning thereof, ſubſcribed by each of the ſaid exa- 
miners condemning the ſame, to be then and there put into a box, and ſealed with 
the reſpective ſeals of each of the ſaid examiners, and the ſeal of the perſon or perſons 
ſo inſiſting, if ſuch, perſon or perſons ſhall think fit to put his or their ſeal thereto;

HEREAS mani} bas by lofes/ and other misfortunes are rendered 
incapable of paying their whole debts, and though they are willing to 

make the utmoſt ſatisfaction, they can, are nevertheleſs detained in priſon by 
their creditors and rendered uſeleſs, and a burthen to this kingdom: and whereas 
ſuch unhappy debtors have always been deemed proper objects of publick 
compaſſion, and by ſeveral acts of Parliament have been diſcharged : for the relief 
therefore of inſolvent priſoners who ſhall faithfully diſcover upon oath, and deliver 
up, and aſſign all their eſtates and effets whatſoever for the benefit of their cre- 
ditors ; and to prevent as far as poſſible the many frauds and abuſes which in a 
meaſure have obſtructed the good end of | ſuch former acta, be it enacted by 

the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the advice and conſent of the

| of Mullingar in the county of Weſtmeath through the 
town of Ballynelack in the ſaid county, and through the town 
of Edgeworthſtown in the county of Longford, to the town of 
Longford in the ſaid county of Longford, by reaſon of the ſeve- 
ral hollow-ways, and of the many and heavy carriages frequently

and by the authority of the ſame, That for the ſpace of three years from the twenty 
ninth day of September, which ſhall be in the year of our Lord one thouſand ſeven 
hundred and thirty eight, and from thence to the end of the next ſeſſion of Parlia- 
ment, when good ſound and merchantable flax- ſeed of the growth of this king- 
try is or ſhall be at five ſhillings per buſhel, or under, every merchant, or other per- 
ſon who ſhall put on ſhip-board to export, or cauſe to be exported, coaſt-ways from 
any port of this kingdom, to any other port of the ſame, at the diſtance of ten 
leagues at leaſt, or to any port beyond the ſeas, any quantity of good, ſound, and 
merchantable flax - ſeed of the growth of this kingdom, ſhall bring a certificate in 
writing under his or their hand or hands, containing the quantity of flax-ſced fo 
ſhipped, to the farmers, commiſſioners, colleQors, or other perſons, appointed or to 
be appointed for the time being to collect the duties and rates within any ſuch port ; 
and upon oath made of the truth of ſuch certificate by any credible perſon before 
any of the ſaid officers, who are hereby impowered to adminiſter the ſame, and 
that the ſame was of the growth of this kingdom, and that he verily believes it 


to be ſound and good, and that no premium has been already received for the | 


export of ſuch ſeed ; and alſo upon bond given by every ſuch merchant or other

., Plication of publick Money. | 


HEREAS the giving a reward for the apprehending and conviting , 1 
thieves and robbers will be a great means to prevent robberies for the future : 
be it enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty by and with the advice and con- 
ſent of the lords ſpiritual and temporal, and commons in this preſent parliament 
aſſembled, and by the authority of the ſame, That a ſum of money not exceeding 
five pounds ſhall be given as a reward to every watchman, or to any other perſon or 
perſons, who ſhall apprehend and lodge in goal any thief or robber concerned in any 
robbery, for which death by law ought to be inflited, who ſhall be after convicted 
of the ſaid felony ; and that the faid money ſhall be raiſed by preſentment of the 
grand-jury at the aſlizes of the county, where ſuch robbery or felony, for which 
death ought to be inflited, ſhall be committed, as other county charges are raiſed. 


II. And whereas the laying out of roads in ſtraight lines from market-town to l 
market-town would be a great caſe to travellers, and of general advantage to the 
kingdom; notwithſtanding which the owners or occupiers of land adjoining to or 
near the ſaid roads, do often refuſe liberty to cut ſuch roads in a direct line, though full

That from and after the firſt day of November one thouſand ſeven hundred. and 
forty, no weaver ſhall weave, nor any perſon or perſons ſell, or expoſe to ſale, any 
plain linen-cloth, being of or exceeding the ſet of fourteen hundred, commonly 
called fourteen hundred cloths, which ſhall not be when green, and before the 
ſame ſhall be bleached or whitened, thirty eight inches broad at the leaſt, upon 
pain of forfeiting the ſum of forty ſhillings for every ſuch piece of linen cloth ſo 
woven, ſold, or expoſed to ſale ; and that no weaver ſhall make uſe of any reeds 
in weaving any plain linen cloths of the ſet of fourteen hundred, commonly cal- 
led fourteen hundred cloths, or upwards, that ſhall not be forty inches wide at 
leaſt, upon pain of forfeiting the ſum of forty ſhillings for every piece of ſuch linen 
cloth by him woven in any reeds not forty inches wide at leaſt ; and that no lapper 
| ſhall lap or ſtamp any plain linen-clath of the ſet of fourteen hundred commonly 
called fourteen hundred . cloths, or upwards, that ſhall not when whitcned be thirty 
fix inches broad at leaſt. 

IL And be it further enacted by the authority aforeſaid, That from and after the 
firſt day of June in the year of our Lord one thouſand ſeven hundred and forty, 
every weaver ſhall truly ſtamp in legible characters with oyl and lamp-black on 

every piece of green plain linen-cloth of the ſet of fourteen hundred, commonly 
called fgurteen hundred cloths, or upwards, by him, his journeyman or apprentice 
woven, the number of hundreds contained in the breadth of ſuch cloth, together 
with the firſt letter of his chriſtian name, and alſo his fir-name at full length, 
upon pain of forfeiting the ſum of forty ſhillings for every piece of ſuch linen 
cloth by him or them woven, and omitted to be marked as aforeſaid; and that every 
weaver ſhall weave all linen and hempen yarn to him delivered. into cloth of ſuch 
certain breadth as ſhall be agreed upon between the owner and owners of ſuch yarn 
and ſuch weaver provided ſuch breadth be not contrary to this or any former law, 
upon pain of forfeiting to the owner or owners of ſuch yaru the full value or price 
agreed upon for weaving ſuch yarn; and that every reed- maker, or other perſon

ſhall be and are hereby indemnified, freed and diſcharged of and from all inca-
